
Locals 
witness 
Pine Lake 
disaster

Two locals lives will never 
be the same again after wit¬ 
nessing the tornado that tore 
through Pine Lake last Fri¬ 
day night. 

Florence Stevenson and her 
husband Don went to the lake 
last weekend to enjoy some 
camping and ended up having 
their truck destroyed and 
their trailer damaged. 

Stevenson says that they 
have been camping at the lake 
for the past 18 years and they 
have never seen anything like 
this before. 

"That's the first tornado 
and hopefully the last," she 
said. 

She and her husband were 
just sitting down to dinner 
when hail stones the size of 
baseballs began falling. She 
says that she took one and put 
it in the freezer and they went 
inside to get away from the 
storm. Stevenson says there 
was absolutely no warning 
that a tornado was approach¬ 
ing. 

She says they knew some¬ 
thing was wrong when the 
awning was ripped off their 
trailer. They stayed inside to 
wait out the storm, which 
lasted only 10 minutes or so. 

"We just had to sit inside 
and hope for the best," 
Stevenson said. "When you're 
in there it's like an eternity." 

After the storm had passed 
Stevenson was taken from her 
trailer to the top of a hill 


where the rest of the campers 
were. Her husband was help¬ 
ing out the rescue workers 
who were getting people out 
of their trailers. 

Stevenson says she'll never 
forget her experience last 
weekend. 

"I hope it never happens 
again," she said. "You just 
can't imagine what it's like 
until you're right in the mid¬ 
dle of it." 

Another Didsburian is in 
complete agreement with 
Stevenson. 

Hank Braun was also out 
at Pine Lake last weekend 
doing a little camping. 


Braun says that he had 
some hail damage to his 
tamper, but nothing nearly 
as bad as some of the camp¬ 
ers. 

"I've never seen anything 
like it. And I hope I never ex¬ 
perience anything like it 
again," said Braun. "It was 
terrible." 

Braun says that after the 
storm had passed there were 
"miles of debris" spread every¬ 
where. He says there was part 
of trailers and cars and bed¬ 
room furniture and other 
things all over the place. 

The tornado took the lives 
of 11 people last weekend. 


Green light for 
municipal ambulance?

It looks as though the pro¬ 
posed municipal ambulance 
service for Mountain View 
County just may become a real¬ 
ity. 

Currently, an ADHOC com¬ 
mittee is in operation to look at 
both municipal and private sys¬ 
tems for the county and then 
recommend a final strategy 


come the new year. 

The committee has sent out 
RFPs to four private firms in 
Alberta to receive quotes on 
service for county residents. 

In addition, Evan Parlia¬ 
ment, CAO for the Town of 
Didsbury, has been researching 
the municipal model.

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said Grevatt. 

The investigation included 
interviews with company em¬ 
ployees, contractors and resi¬ 
dents, repeated searches of the 
area, as well as a Crime Stop¬ 
pers TV spot aired last year. 

A series of fires at hay 
plants across the region, dat¬ 
ing from 1989, also remain 
unresolved. Those fires caused 
more than $4 million damage. 

Grevatt said there is "noth¬ 
ing to suggestion that (the 
bombings and fires) are re¬ 
lated." However, he could not 
rule out the possibility the 
incidents are linked. 

Anyone with information 
about the bombings or the 
fires is asked to contact any 
RCMP detachment. 


A government program to 
trace and notify Albertans who 
received blood transfusions be¬ 
tween January 1,1986, and July 
1, 1990 is aimed at encouraging 
those people to get tested for 
hepatitis C. 

The first step - expected to 
take several months - requires 
each of Alberta's 17 regional 
health authorities to search 
hospital records to identify pa¬ 
tients who received blood trans¬ 
fusions between those dates. 
Authorities will report those 
findings to Alberta Health and 
Wellness, which will then com¬ 
pare the data to vital statistics 
records and the Alberta Health 
Care Insurance Plan to provide 
current mailing addresses for 
the estimated 34,000 Albertans 
who received blood transfusions 
during that time. 

The next step is for the gov¬ 
ernment to send registered let¬ 
ters to those people advising 
them about the small possibility 
of having acquired hepatitis C 
virus infection and the need to 
see their physician for testing. 
Based on a 1998 Health Canada 
report, about 1,000 Albertans 
will have acquired hepatitis C 
from blood transfusion in this 
time period. All blood donated 
in Canada after June 1990 has 
been tested for the virus. 

The notification program is 
expected to cost about $8 mil¬ 
lion, 50 per cent of which will be 
paid for by the federal govern¬ 
ment.

Didsbury skateboarders could 
be making the jump into an in¬ 
terim skateboard park as early 
as next spring. 

On July 10 a meeting was held 
in the Multi-Purpose Room of 
the Memorial Complex with the 
specific purpose of forming a 
skateboard park committee. 

A handful of local skateboard¬ 
ers, their parents and other in¬ 
terested members of the commu¬ 
nity were in attendance to dis¬ 
cuss the possibility of getting the 
project off the ground. 

"The intent of this meeting is 
to see forward motion in the 
skateboard park," said Rhonda 
Hunter, Manager of Recreation 
and Facility Services for the Town 
of Didsbury. 

Hunter, along with Council¬ 
lor Gary Dolha, have been the 
driving forces behind the park so 
far, but are now looking to get 
the community involved. 

"The growth in the sport is 
such that we have to provide a 
facility in our town," said Dolha. 
"A commitment has to be made 
now." 

The idea is to build an interim 
park directly west of the arena 
which can be utilized by the skate¬ 
boarders until the permanent park 
can be built, which would be 
three to five years from now. 

The permanent location is 
currently unavailable, as the 
Town is in a lease with the Dids¬ 
bury and District Light Horse 
Association for the old horse 
bams on the south side of the 
complex. The lease is in effect 
until the new horse complex has 
been completed, which will be in 
the next three to five years. At 
that time, the old barns will be 
tom down and the park will be 
put in their place. 

So, for now, the Town is wish¬ 
ing to have the interim area paved 
and fenced so that the skate¬

Farmers across the country 
received a boost last week, when 
up to $5.5 billion was appointed 
for a farm income safety net 
program over the next three 
years. 

The agreement was signed 
on July 5, the first day of the 
agriculture minister's annual 
meeting in Fredericton, NB. Fed¬ 
eral, provincial and territorial 
agriculture ministers have all 
endorsed this new agreement. 

"For the first time, all agri¬ 
culture ministers across the 
country have agreed on a com¬ 
mon, integrated approach to our 
farm safety net programs - an 
approach which includes an 
ongoing income disaster pro¬ 
gram which Canadian farmers 
had called for," said federal Min¬ 
ister of Agriculture and Agri- 
Food, Lyle Vanclief. 

This three-year framework 
agreement will respond to the 
overall needs of the sector as 
well as province-specific con¬ 
cerns. 

It sets a foundation for a 
package of programs to address 
a variety of farm income prob¬ 
lems resulting from things such 
as fluctuating prices, poor 
weather and foreign subsidies. 

This deal will see an invest¬ 
ment of up to $3.3 billion in 
federal funding over the next 
three years, with the provincial 
governments providing up to 
$2.2 billion. 

The jointly agreed-to pro¬ 
grams will be cost-shared under 


the traditional 60-40 federal-pro¬ 
vincial arrangement, targeted 
to need and minimize potential 
trade challenge. 

The framework signed last 
week will provide the basis for 
federal and provincial core 
safety net programs comprising 
fall cash advances, Net Income 
Stabilization Account (NISA), 
Crop Insurance and province- 
specific programs, and will in¬ 
clude for the first time, an ongo¬ 
ing income disaster protection 
component, which farm groups 
have asked to be included. 

As far as how many dollars 
Alberta farmers will receive is 
based on the size of the industry 
in each province, excluding 
Newfoundland and Labrador, 
which receive set allocations. 

As a result of increased fed¬ 
eral funding, no province will 
receive less than their 1999 fund¬ 
ing level. 

Disaster funding will be di¬ 
rected toward all producers, no 
matter where they live, who 
have experienced dramatic re¬ 
ductions in their income. 

Vanclief is very pleased with 
this new agreement, a project 
that has been in the works for 
some time. 

"Today's framework agree¬ 
ment is a huge step forward in 
providing the Canadian agri¬ 
culture and agri-food sector with 
the security it needs to grow 
and prosper and to take advan¬ 
tage of the exciting opportuni¬ 
ties that lie ahead," Vanclief con¬ 
cluded.

Another such reality show is called Big Brother. It's 
along the same idea as the aforementioned, but the rules 
are a bit different.

They have to be able to 
co-habitat well with their roommates or else they are 
nominated to be kicked out of the house. The viewing 
audience does that voting, for a price of $0.99 a call. 
These people are competing for $500,000 in prize money. 

Shows such as these have taken North America by 
storm. Spin-offs are occurring all the time and even a 
radio station in Calgary had such a contest. Stampede 
Survivor put 10 people on the ferris wheel for the 10 days 
of Stampede and that were nominated off one by one. 
People flocked to see the contestants and even more 
people wanted to be a part of it. 

Personally, of the three, I think I would prefer to be 
stuck on an island for six weeks than in a close-quartered 
house or on a ferris wheel. I would much rather eat rats 
and try my hand at fishing than make the effort to get 
along with the contestants on the other show. It seems 
that none of them have anything in common and that 
they are all trying to sabotage each other.

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Breakthrough on youth smoking in Canada?

Appearing before a Senate 
committee Thursday, June 8th, 
three CEOs from Canadian to¬ 
bacco companies voiced support 
for the bill I am co-sponsoring 
to fight youth tobacco addic¬ 
tion. While I am eternally sus¬ 
picious about the motivation of 
people who run tobacco compa¬ 
nies, this is a very encouraging 
development. 

Health groups certainly sup¬ 
port this bill. An Environics 
poll shows that 79 per cent of 
Canadians support the bill's 
concept. 

Now, unless there is some¬ 
thing tricky going on that I 
don't know about, even two of 
the three major tobacco com¬ 
panies are on side, with the 
third one (Rothman's, Benson 
and Hedges) offering support 
in principle but quibbling 
around the edges. 

The predecessor to this bill 
made it through the Senate two 
years ago but was doused in the 
House of Commons on proce¬ 


dural grounds. This time I am 
assured that the bill is 
procedurally sound, so if Cana¬ 
dians keep reminding MPs how 
important this issue is, I have 
to think we have a good chance. 

But more about the bill in a 
second. First, allow me to share 
some of what I am seeing in 
Canadians' eyes as I criss-cross 
the country, seeking the kind 
of support the bill is going to 
need. 

When I started this cam¬ 
paign three years ago, I ex¬ 
pected to find Canadians shrug¬ 
ging their shoulders about the 
whole issue of smoking, figur¬ 
ing there is not much you can 
do about it if somebody wants 
to smoke. 

What I found instead was all 
kinds of people who are desper¬ 
ate to give friends, relatives, 
and particularly children, more 
hope of beating tobacco addic¬ 
tion. 

In Canada, children as early 
as Grades 5 are being seduced 
into believing what tobacco 


companies, and their older 
friends, tell them: that smok¬ 
ing is cool. 

I was in a meeting in Halifax 
this year when a worker from 
the Lung Association said he 
had to leave because he had 
promised to work with a class 
of Grade 5 and 6 pupils on smok¬ 
ing cessation. I was sure he 
meant education. He didn't. He 
meant "cessation." 

Tobacco-related diseases kill 
45,000 Canadians a year. Any¬ 
one who avoids tobacco before 
they are 16 isn't likely to be¬ 
come an addict. But anyone who 
starts young is walking down a 
very dark road - Statistics 
Canada says that 80% of Cana¬ 
dian smokers get their start 
before the age 16, and that most 
of these are now lighting up 
when they are 10, 11 or 12. In 
Canada, 29 per cent of young 
people smoke. 

In California, where they 
take anti-smoking campaign¬ 
ing seriously, 11 per cent of 
young people smoke. There is 


July 2000 Tax Reductions 


Dear Editor, 

In Budget 2000, the federal 
government set out a Five-Year 
Tax Reduction Plan that will 
deliver significant, real and last¬ 
ing tax cuts to all Canadians. 
Cumulative tax relief under this 
plan will amount to at least $58 
billion. The first wave of tax cuts 
from this plan takes effect in 
July, which means Canadians 
will have more money in their 
pockets starting this month. The 
federal government's commit¬ 
ment to cutting taxes is unequivo¬ 
cal. As I have said on many occa¬ 
sions, Canadians deserve to keep 
more of the money they earn. 
They worked for it. and it be¬ 
longs to them. That is why, hav¬ 
ing eliminated the federal defi¬ 
cit, the federal government has 
put into action its plan to cut 
taxes. The tax reductions that 
take effect this month will ben¬ 
efit all Canadians, but particu¬ 
larly low- and middleincome 
families with children. There are 
four key measures that Canadi¬ 
ans will begin to notice this 
month. 

• First, full indexation has been 
restored to the personal income 
tax system to protect Canadians 
from automatic tax increases 
caused by inflation. 

Second, the middle tax rate 
fell to 24 per cent from 26 per 
cent as of July 1. 

■ Third, the 5-per-cent deficit 
reduction surtax was eliminated 
for incomes up to about $85,000. 

• Fourth, maximum annual 
payments under the Canada 
Child Tax Benefit (CCTB) have 
increased by about $250. 

In real-life terms, this trans¬ 
lates into higher disposable in¬ 
comes. For example, as of July, a 
one earner family of four with an 
annual income of $40,000 will be 
better off by about $45 per month 


- partly through lower taxes and 
partly through increased CCTB 
payments. In the first full year 
that these measures are in place, 
this same family will save $582 
in federal taxes alone and, by 
2004, the annual savings will be 
$1,623 Similarly, a typical 
twoearner family of four with an 
income of $60,000 will be further 
ahead by about $38 per month 
starting in July. They will save 
$501 in 2001, and these savings 
will grow to $1,546 per year by 
2004. While these savings are 
fairly modest at first, it is impor¬ 
tant to recognize that they are 
only the beginning. In the years 
to come we will do more. The tax 
reduction plan will be updated - 
each and every year so that we 
can go faster and do more as 
resources permit. That is how 
the federal government elimi¬ 
nated the deficit, and that is how 
we will reduce taxes. One way of 
updating the tax reduction plan 
could be to accelerate some of the 
measures that are scheduled to 
come into effect by 2004 at the 
latest - such as further reducing 
the middle tax rate to 23 per cent 

- so that Canadians can benefit 
from them sooner. Another way 
to update the plan is to look at 
new possibilities for cutting taxes 
options that were not included in 
the 2000 budget. 

For example, on the personal 
income tax side, taxes are still 
too high, particularly for middle- 
income earners. For low-income 
Canadians, marginal rates can 
be high because of the clawback 
rates on social benefits. On the 
corporate tax side, we must ac¬ 
celerate our rate reductions. The 
Government will update the tax 
reduction plan at the earliest op¬ 
portunity - starti ng with the 2001 
budget. In weighing the various 
options for cutting taxes, the Gov¬ 


ernment will continue to be 
guided by the same principles as 
before: although tax reduction 
should benefit all Canadians, it 
should first benefit those who 
need it most - low- and 
middleincome families with chil¬ 
dren; broad-based tax reductions 
should focus initially on personal 
income tax; the business tax sys¬ 
tem should be internationally 
competitive; and tax reductions 
must not be financed with bor¬ 
rowed money. 

Finally, while cutting taxes fur¬ 
ther and faster is a priority for 
this government, it is not the only 
priority. 

The Government must also 
continue to pay down its debt. 
And it must continue to build on 
its investments in health care, 
education, research and innova¬ 
tion, and infrastructure. This 
approach is crucial because, as 
important as tax cuts are, they 
must not come at the expense of 
health care and other programs 
and services that Canadians need 
and value. Nor should they 
threaten the fiscal balance, for 
which all Canadians have made 
great sacrifices to achieve. 

The fact remains that the true 
measure of any government's suc¬ 
cess is not to be found in the 
depth of its tax cuts, the generos¬ 
ity of its spending, the amount of 
its debt reduction or the size of its 
surplus. Rather, its success must 
be judged in view of the quality of 
life that it provides to its citizens. 
Our approach to tax reductions 
and other priorities demonstrates 
that Canada is set to meet this 
test handily and that we are com¬ 
mitted to building on this foun¬ 
dation in years to come.

now documented evidence that 
Canadian tobacco companies 
target young smokers. 

The latest figures show the 
federal government taking in 
$2.4 billion a year in tobacco 
taxes, and spending $20 mil¬ 
lion a year on anti-smoking pro¬ 
grams. 

For every thousand dollars 
the government inhales in to¬ 
bacco taxes, it spends less than 
a dollar on prevention. 

The government of Canada 
spends 66c per Canadian on 
anti-tobacco initiatives. States 
like Vermont, Massachusetts 
and Mississippi are spending 
between $ 15 and $22 per capita. 
They have a chance to turn 
things around. At the moment, 
we don't. 

It is not enough to say that 
politicians should spend more 
money on the problem. History 
shows that when politicians are 
given money to deal with to¬ 
bacco addiction, they spend it 
somewhere else when the 
crunch comes. 

This has happened in the 
United States - even in Califor¬ 
nia, where they were being 
watched closely. We can't ex¬ 
pect Canadian politicians to 
behave any differently. 

In 1994, when the federal 
government reduced excise 
taxes to reduce cigarette smug¬ 
gling, it introduced a surtax, 
the proceeds of which it prom¬ 
ised would be spent exclusively 
on anti-smoking measures. 
Here's a surprise - of the $400 
million collected for that pur¬ 
pose, only $ 150 million has been 
spent so far. 


I have therefore introduced 
my bill in the Senate to im¬ 
pose a levy of 19 cents a pack¬ 
age on cigarettes, and spend 
the revenues of that levy at 
arm s length from govern¬ 
ment. The Tobacco Youth Pro¬ 
tection Act would raise $360 
million a year to be spent by 
an independent institution, 
run by health professionals. 
It would not just broadcast 
anti-tobacco advertising, it 
would work on the ground 
with community groups and 
young people themselves to 
help turn this epidemic 
around. 

I introduced a similar bill 
two years ago that won mas¬ 
sive support from Canadians, 
who barraged MPs and cabinet 
ministers with letters of sup¬ 
port. 

That bill passed the Senate, 
but was defeated in the House 
of Commons on procedural 
grounds. This bill, I am assured, 
is procedurally sound. 

This is a private member's 
bill, so it will need the indul¬ 
gence of the government and 
support from opposition par¬ 
ties to have a legitimate 
chance of passage. 

The only way this bill will 
receive that treatment in Par¬ 
liament is if Canadians demon¬ 
strate that we have finally wak¬ 
ened from our passivity about 
the destruction of young Ca¬ 
nadian lungs, and are now 
prepared to fight back. Tell 
your MP that you care.

stress disorder (PTSD). 

"CISD is a process or inter¬ 
vention to use to help reduce 
dealing with stress," said 
Marieanne Schacher, Asser¬ 
tive Outreach. 

"It is not a therapy, it is a 
debriefing," said Therapist, Pe¬ 
ter Versluys. "A debriefing is 
intended to be a single ses¬ 
sion. It is done within 72 hours 
of the incident. We work with 
a group of people directly in¬ 
volved with the incident." 

A debriefing is not manda¬ 
tory for victims or witnesses 
involved, but some are greatly 
encouraged to attend. On the 
other hand, not just anybody 
can come and say they want a 
debriefing. Most often a police 
officer, or emergency person¬ 
nel will recommend it to the 
individual. 

Not just people who are re¬ 
lated to the accident receive 
these sessions. A large major¬ 
ity of debriefings are done on 
the emergency personnel them¬ 
selves. 

Often times a person doesn’t Versluys and Schacher 
receive a debriefing when they agree that at the scene of an 
should have, and they put eve- accident, people tend to just 
rything behind them and go focus in on one thing, and 
on with life.

If this does not happen, the 
individual's behaviour may 
start to change and they don't 
know why. This can develop 
into PTSD. 

Emergency Services Person¬ 
nel deal with different types of 
incidents on an everyday ba¬ 
sis. Many people think that it 
just doesn't bother them be¬ 
cause that's their job. 

People are wrong. 

They too need to be de¬ 
briefed. This kind of stress 
relieving helps them focus on 
their job and do it at 100% all 
the time. 

"We have top notch quality 
people involved in emergency 
services," said Versluys. 

"They are very hard on 
themselves, almost perfection¬ 
ist. They are able to see when 
another member is having 
trouble." 

Versluys and Schacher both 
say that CISD can be over¬ 
used. It has to be a specific 
case with a specific need. 

There is a two-day training 
workshop in Cremona coming 
this October that anybody can 
go to.

I went to Ferrybank School west of Ponoka, and when 
Summer Holidays came it seemed that all those wonderful 
summer days stretched on and on forever. They were like big, 
warm, amber beads on an endless string, and they were mine 
to savor and appreciate, to roll in my hands and taste with my 
tongue and feel under my bare feet and against my sun tanned 
face. Summer meant freedom from schedules and the opportu¬ 
nity to pursue kid interests. It meant almost unlimited 
freedom. We had nothing to be afraid of, we needed little or no 
supervision and as long as we did our chores, stayed out of life 
threatening trouble and checked in for meals and bedtime we 
were pretty much on our own. Sometimes we went to Vacation 
Bible School for a week or went to stay with Auntie Esther or 
Grandma for a few days but these events were not Highlights. 
It seemed wrong to have to be in the stuffy School in the 
Summer. Auntie Esther’s older kids didn't seem that thrilled 
about having us around underfoot and while I loved and 
respected Grandma she was noted for being "stern" and I was 
half scared of her. 

We had no TV of course, and because the radio was battery 
powered we often had no radio either. We read everything we 
could get our hands on, but we didn't have access to unlimited 
material so there were days when even that form of entertain¬ 
ment was lost to us. We had chores, but most of them could be 
accomplished fairly quickly by two or more kids working 
together. Hauling water was never ending, but unless Mom 
was canning she needed less wood in the summer. We pumped 
water for the horses, fetched vegetables and weeded in the 
garden, picked peas and beans, washed dishes, fed chickens. 
If Dad was blacksmithing we turned the handle that forced air 
into the forge or if he was sharpening axes or mower knives 
we turned the crank that powered the grindstone. We loved 
being in Dad's Shop, even with the forge running it's dirt floor 
made it cool and it smelled of leather, horses and the coke that 
he burned in the forge. Sometimes we helped make rope. I have 
Dad's rope making machine and one of these days we will 
make some rope here. We drowned out gophers and looked 
after younger siblings, but mostly one warm golden day folded 
into another and we were free to do the really important stuff 
that kids need to do. 

We had a barn and a barn loft. In the early summer it was 
almost empty and we used it as our stage, playhouse, theatre, 
imaginary ship, ballroom and castle. We put on plays, memo¬ 
rized poems, sang heartbreaking songs, and scared each other 
spitless with ghost and horror stories. We climbed up the 
bracing boards on the walls, and peered into the enclosed 
eaves to watch pigeon eggs hatch into unbelievably ugly 
babies and then grow into beautiful iridescent adults. On the 
barn's main floor there were kittens to play with and always 
there were horses, big broad beamed Percherons we lay on 
while we read, saddle horses that were our main source of 
entertainment and sometimes calves and little pigs. We climbed 
trees, played catch, fought, cried, rode on our giant swing and 
took turns on the teeter-totter. We played in the water trough, 
and the rain barrel, took baby King birds from their nests and 
showed them to Mama. We always put them back and their 
parents, while upset and angry did not reject them. We had pet 
ducks named Gus and Gertie and after a good rainstrom we 
helped them hunts for worms. We always had dogs, a big 
Furry Collie and lean skinny greyhounds. 

We picked wildflowers for Mom, went on picnics, picked 
berries, visited the neighbors, went down to the River and 
over to the Gravel Pit. All on horseback. We loved the 
Gravel Pit, it was series of not terribly deep depressions all 
filled with sun warmed water. We could puddle around in 
the quite clean water all day. Howie and I really wanted to 
just live there and we spent hours making lists of what we 
would need to set up a camp. Our horses of course, a tent, 
bedding, we thought Mom would let us have garden stuff, 
canned salmon and bread and a can opener, pickles, canned 
fruit. We felt sure that we could live there on our own but 
of course we never did. 

Times change, values and circumstances goals and even 
levels of safety are different now and I guess they have to 
be. Kids can't be allowed to wander at will and darn few 
kids have access to a barn loft or a gravel pit. I'm glad we 
did, and I'm not sorry to have missed, hockey, tennis, 
computer, basketball, and band camp. I'm glad we were 
spared gymnastics training and dressage. I think kids 
should have some time to just be kids. Try to give yours 
some time off this summer.

From order taking to deliv¬ 
ery, payment and managing 
returns for agri-products 
shipped, there are lots of de¬ 
tails to think about. Don't for¬ 
get to check shipping, cus¬ 
toms, taxation and other ex¬ 
port requirements if shipping 
outside of Canada. 

Of course, there are many 
ways to handle logistics and 
more are being created each 
day. 

You may decide to 
outsource tasks, such as or¬ 
der processing and delivery, 
to a company designed to offer 
this service, but, should you 
choose, these logistics activi¬ 
ties can be handled by the busi¬ 
ness. If you decide to handle 
your own logistics activities 
allow extra time in the work 
plan. 

With an e-commerce agri¬ 
business you may get paid 
faster than you would from a 
retail operation. 

This reduces working capi¬ 
tal requirements. Access to 
working capital, (the money 
needed to pay for or produce 
products or services before you 
get paid) can be challenging 
for new, unproven agri-busi¬ 
nesses. 

In a retail agri-business, 
such as a nutraceutical shop, 
any products purchased from 
other agri-preneurs must be 
paid for before you can sell 
them. 

This could take months be¬ 
tween payment for goods and 
services and receipt of income 
from customers. The internet 
flips the traditional retail pay¬ 
ment system upside down. 

With an e-commerce 
nutraceutical shop, you could 
arrange with an agri-product 
supplier to ship the product 
directly to the customer. 

This means you receive pay¬ 
ment from the customer and 
then pay the supplier. 

This type of product sup¬ 
plier arrangement can also 
lower costs for warehousing 
and inventory maintenance. 


E-commerce agri-businesses 
need to tailor their marketing 
program to the internet. 

Currently, most new e-com- 
merce businesses find they need 
to spend more money on adver¬ 
tising. 

As the internet grows and 
the number of businesses offer¬ 
ing goods and services over the 
net multiplies, it will be tougher 
to catch the attention of net 
shoppers. 

To get the most from adver¬ 
tising dollars, consider extra 
services, unique agri-products, 
catchy slogans and logos that 
are directed at the target cus¬ 
tomer group.

Kohut says they try to model themselves after the Foothills 
Foundation in Calgary. 

"Although we don't work on the same level, we use the same 
principals," said Kohut. 

"Our group of volunteer members accepts and administers 
funds donated for the hospital and we also do our own fund¬ 
raising projects." 

The nine-member volunteer team along with community 
volunteers recently worked at the Silver Dollar Casino in 
Calgary as well. Charitable, non-profit organizations can do this 
for a share of the profits, and Kohut is hoping for a substantial 
amount of dollars for their cause. 

"With some luck the casino thing will work out and eventually 
become an annual or semiannual project," said Kohut. 

The Midway School's Penny Challenge was another project 
that Rosebud Health was able to benefit from. 

"That was an exciting project for us and we hope this could be 
expanded in the future to include other schools or groups," said 
Kohut. 

The kids from Midway collected $155 in pennies, which was 
donated to Rosebud, where they purchased a new digital ear 
thermometer for the hospital. 

"Looking at a group of children who are farsighted enough to 
do something for health care is absolutely great."

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QUESTION: What causes a child to wet the bed? Our 
5-year-old soaks his sheets nearly every night, which 
drives me crazy. 

DR. DOBSON: There are about 7 million kids in the 
United States who wet the bed nightly. They are a 
misunderstood lot. 

Many of their parents believe their bed wetting is 
deliberate and that it can be eliminated by punishment. 
Others think these kids are just too lazy to go to the 
bathroom. These are wrong and unfortunate notions. 

Bed-wetting is often caused by medical factors such as 
a small bladder, physical immaturity or other physical 
conditions. 

That’s why you should begin by consulting a 
pediatrician or a urologist when bed-wetting starts. 
About 50 percent of the kids can be helped or cured by 
medication. For other boys or girls, the problem is 
emotional in origin. 

Any change in the psychological environment of the 
home may produce midnight moisture. During summer 
camps conducted for young children, the directors rou¬ 
tinely put plastic mattress covers on the beds of all the 
little visitors. 

The anxiety associated with being away from home 
apparently creates a high probability of bed-wetting 
during the first few nights, and it is particularly risky to 
be sleeping on the lower level of bunk beds! There is a 
third factor that I feel is a frequent cause of enuresis. 
During children’s toddler years, they wet the bed simply 
because they are too immature to maintain nighttime 
bladder control. 

Some parents, in an effort to head off another episode, 
begin getting these kids up at night to go to the potty. The 
youngster is still sound asleep, but he or she is told to “go 
tinkle” or whatever. After this conditioning has been 
established, the child who needs to urinate at night 
dreams of being told to “go.” 

Particularly when jostled or disturbed at night, the 
child can believe he or she is being ushered to the 
bathroom. I would recommend that parents of older bed 
wetters stop getting them up at night, even if the behavior 
continues for a while. 

QUESTION: I get so mad at my kid for doing this. 
Every morning I have to strip and wash his bedding and 
pajamas. I told him last week that I would spank him if 
it happened again. Do you think that will help? 

UR. DOBSON: Most certainly not! Unless your child’s 
bed-wetting is an act of defiance occurring after he is 
awake, which I doubt, his enuresis is an involuntary act 
for which he is not responsible. 

Punishment under those circumstances is dangerous 
and unfair. Your son is humiliated by waking up wet 
anyway, and the older he gets, the more foolish he will 
feel about it. 

The bed wetter needs reassurance and patience from 
parents, and they should be there for him or her. They 
would be wise to try to conceal the embarrassing problem 
from those who would laugh at him. Even good-natured 
humor within the family associated with bed-wetting is 
often very painful. 

QUESTION: Aside from medical help, what sugges¬ 
tions do you have for dealing with this problem? 

DR. DOBSON: There are other remedies that some¬ 
times work, such as electronic devices that ring a bell and 
awaken the child when the urine completes an electrical 
circuit. 

This conditions a child to associate the feeling of 
needing to urinate with the bell that awakens him. I have 
seen some dramatic success stories where “hard-core” 
bed wetters were cured within a few weeks using such a 
device. 

Trying it certainly can’t hurt. Until the problem is 
solved, I hope you can keep your frustrations at a 
minimum. A smile sometimes helps. 

I received a letter from a mother who wrote down her 
3-year-old son’s bedtime prayer: “Now I lay me down to 
sleep. 1 close my eyes, I wet the bed.”

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Way of Life: A big influence

In Mark’s Gospel in chapter 
six there is likely one of the 
most violent stories other than 
the story of Jesus's Crucifix¬ 
ion itself. 

It is the story of someone 
asking for John the Baptist, a 
first cousin of Jesus to be be¬ 
headed; and getting their way, 
because King Herod co-oper¬ 
ated with the evil rather than 
resisted it. 

It is easy to dismiss such 
stories as belonging to another 
time and another place. A time 
when violence was common 
and accepted by the people. 
That did not make it right 
then or now. In the last few 
years we have seen and heard 
stories of many violent parts 
of the world. 

People in one area wanting 
their own way and either us¬ 
ing force or violence to get it; 
or alternatively turning a 
blind eye while it happens. It 
has applied in the Middle East, 
in the former Russian repub¬ 
lics and in the Sudan and 
Northern Ireland to quote only 
a few places. People, just like 
the rest of us. 

The violence is not the Way 
of the Cross. It is not the way 
of Jesus Christ, the Prince of 
Peace. He taught Love of God 
and Love of Neighbour and 
also spelled out that everyone 
is our neighbour. It means 
there is no place for acts of 
violence in school yards or in 
work places or homes or any¬ 
where else in our society. 
Peaceful protests may be le¬ 
gitimate but when they turn 
to riots it is not the peaceful 
way of Jesus Christ. 

All of us can contribute to 
peace by taking the extra step 
to understand someone else's 
perspective. It does not mean 
that we agree with everybody 
that we meet but statistics 
clearly show that there is of¬ 
ten low level (and sometimes 
not such low level) abuses go¬ 
ing on in our society, in 
Canada. 

Essentially a violence of 
spirit from one human being 
to another; even if not accom¬ 
panied by the problems of some 


countries. As Dale Lang, from 
the Anglican Church in Taber 
recently pointed out at the 
Mayor's Prayer Breakfast, we 
need a spirit of forgiveness 
combined with outreach to our 
young people and to all our 


people to ensure that the im¬ 
portant religious truths in 
Christianity have a positive 
impact on ourselves and those 
around us. With no positive 
influence where would our 
society be?"

Information for 
special crops sector 


New pest found in Alberta 


The Government of Canada 
will invest $40,000 to help en¬ 
sure the rapidly growing special 
crops industry has access to solid 
market information. 

The money - in combination 
with $10,000 from the Canadian 
Special Crops Association - will 
go toward Statistics Canada so it 
can develop estimates of the vol¬ 
ume of some special crops in 
storage on Cana- dian farms and 
at commercial grain facilities. 
Information on how much crop 
is available at 

different locations is essential 
for Canadian traders and mar¬ 
keters to make informed deci¬ 
sions on issues such as availabil¬ 
ity of products and prices, 
shipping schedules and delivery 
times when selling product inter¬ 
nationally. Funding for the esti¬ 
mates comes from Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada and 
was announced today by Joe 
McGuire, Member of Parliament 
for Egmont and Parliamentary 
Secretary to Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Minister Lyle Vanclief. 
Mr. McGuire made the announce¬ 
ment on behalf of Mr. Lyle 
Vanclief during a 

speech at the Canadian Special 
Crops Association’s annual meet¬ 


ing in Montreal. 

’’The special crops industry is 
growing at a very fast pace,” said 
Mr. McGuire. “This dynamic 
growth has created a situation 
where it’s essential 
that industry decisions are based 
on the latest market informa¬ 
tion. The Government of Canada 
is committed to ensuring indus¬ 
try has access to the 
latest in reliable and unbiased 
data.” 

Crops that are not considered 
horticultural and are not major 
cereals and oilseeds are desig¬ 
nated as special crops. These 
include peas, lentils, beans, chick¬ 
peas, sunflowers, canary seed, 
buckwheat and others. 

The value of the special crops 
industry reached the $ 1.3-billion 
mark in 1999, with pea produc¬ 
tion hitting 2.3 million tonnes 
and lentils topping out 
at 724,000 tonnes. The special 
crops industry as a whole ex¬ 
ports between 60 and 90 per cent 
of its product, depending on the 
individual crop. 

The stock survey supported 
by the $40,000 will be published 
as part of Statistics Canada's 
Field Crop Reporting Series in 
September 2000. 


Crop producers should be on 
the lookout for a new pest. The 
pea leaf weevil, a serious pest of 
pea and other legumes in the 
United States and Europe, has 
been found in Southern Alberta 
this year and authorities are 
trying to determine the extent 
of the infestation. 

"The damage for this year 
has been done," says Dr. Kevin 
Floate, an entomologist at the 
Lethbridge Research Centre, 
“but we’re asking producers to 
keep their eyes open and get in 
touch with provincial entomolo¬ 
gists if they find pea leaf weevils 
so we can get an idea of how 
widespread the problem is, and 
how much damage these wee¬ 
vils are likely to cause next 
year.” 

The weevil was discovered 
this spring when Alberta pro¬ 
vincial crop specialist Rob Dunn 
and entomologists Bob Byers 
and Kevin Floate at the 
Lethbridge Research Centre re¬ 
sponded to reports of pea seed¬ 
ling damage Weevils found feed¬ 
ing on pea seedlings were col¬ 
lected and identified as the pea 
leaf weevil (Sitona lineatus) hy 
weevil expert Don Bright of 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada in Ottawa. 

Although the pea leaf weevil 


likely has only recently distri¬ 
bution into Alberta, we don’t 
know how long it has been in 
the province, says Floate. “In 
previous years when producers 
had problems with weevils in 
their pea crops, they may have 
thought it was just sweet clover 
weevil because the two weevils 
look similar and cause the same 
type of damage in the same 
crops. If producers don’t know 
what to look for, it would be 
easy to make that mistake." 

The adult pea leaf weevil 
emerges from overwintering 
sites in the spring and chews 
notches in the leaves of legume 
seedlings including peas, beans, 
sweet peas, alfalfa and clover. 
Seedlings are very susceptible 
to injury and may be killed if the 
growing tip is damaged. Dam¬ 
age may also occur later in the 
season by larvae feeding on the 
roots of plants, particularly on 
root nodules. However, older 
plants - six or more expanded 
leaves with growing tips intact 
- are much less likely to suffer 
significant injury. 

Adult weevils are slender, 
grayish brown, about 5 mm in 
length, and have a short beak. 
Larvae are light milky white in 
color with a dark hrown head, 
are legless, cylindrical, soft and 


fleshy. Pea leaf weevils repro¬ 
duce only once per year. 

Detection can be difficult be¬ 
cause the pea leaf weevil looks 
very similar to the sweet clover 
weevil, says Floate. Sweet clo¬ 
ver weevil may appear at the 
same time and be mistaken for 
the pea leaf weevil. One differ¬ 
ence, he says, is that the pea leaf 
weevil has three light-colored, 
inconspicuous stripes that ex¬ 
tend lengthwise down the tho¬ 
rax and often onto the wing 
covers. Sweet clover weevils do 
not have these stripes. 

Information from the United 
States suggests that economic 
damage can occur at densities 
as low as 0.3 adult weevils per 
seedling plant, says Floate, de¬ 
pending upon environmental 
conditions. Currently, there are 
no insecticides registered for 
control of the pea leaf weevil. 
With the help of producers, by 
next spring researchers should 
have more information about 
the pest and how to control it.
